An address favoring the thorough) 
enforcement of national prohibition 
was made by Bishop Coadjutor Fred- 
erick Foote Johnson yesterday be- 
fore the eightieth annual convention 
of the Protestant Episcopal Chureh 
for the diocese of (Eastern) Mis- 
souri, Which is in session again to- 
day at Christ Church Cathedral. 

The Bishop, who is 53 years old, 
said he was 50 before he ever cast his 
vote for prohibition. He also saiiéi 
he knew the taste of ‘every kind of 
liquor,”’ and liked the taste. But he 
also declared that prohibition was a 
necessary means of “subduing a pes- 
lilence’ and ‘“‘putting down an abom- 
ination.” «((E 

Bishop Johnson's views on. this 
matter are not in accord with the 
latest expressions of Bishop Tuttle, 
to whom he is coadjutor with the 
‘right of succession. jishop Tuttle 
has frequently expressed opposition 
to prohibition as a state or nation- 
wide policy, saving that local option 
was the proper method of handling 
the liquor question. 

Question Not Settled. 

Bishop Johnson said, on the sub- 
ject of prohibition:
